Oct. 20 election. 

Former MP says 
mayor's intentions not 
focus for most voters 


The generally acknowledged 
front-runner in HRM’s 
mayoral campaign says he’s 
sticking to his plan, regard¬ 
less of who’s in the race. 

Mike Savage officially 
opened his campaign head¬ 
quarters on Saturday after a 
week of debate and specula¬ 
tion about Mayor Peter Kel¬ 
ly’s intentions. 

Despite rumours about 
Kelly’s potential challenge 
for a council seat — or to re- 
offer as mayor in the Oct. 20 
election — Savage says he’s 
only interested in talking 
about the issues. 

“I announced in Febru¬ 
ary I was running, and Peter 
Kelly was in the race,” he 
said. “Shortly after that, 
Peter Kelly wasn’t in the race. 
Whether he’s in the race or 
isn’t in the race, it doesn’t 
change our message or our 
methods.” 

The former Liberal MP 
says he’s not the only one fo¬ 
cused on the issues. He says 



he’s spent the summer at 
community events and meet¬ 
ings, where there have been 
plenty of potential voters 
wanting to talk policy — not 
rumours. 

“For people who have an 
interest in municipal pol¬ 
itics and in their community, 
they’ve been at it,” he said. 
“They’ve been meeting and 
inviting me, and I’m sure the 
other candidates, to come out 
and discuss the issues.” 

Savage says any percep¬ 
tion that the race has been 
“dull” so far can partly be 
blamed on the season. 

“There’s a lot of people in 
the middle of summer with 
other things on their minds 
other than politics,” he said. 
“I’m sure it’ll ramp up a bit as 
we get past Labour Day.”

Hope for Wildlife 
Society. Thousands 
attend event aimed at 
fundraising, education

The annual open house for a 
local wildlife rescue organ¬ 
ization drew nearly as many 
visitors from outside Nova 
Scotia as inside — a source of 
some concern for organizers. 

The Hope for Wildlife So¬ 
ciety put its furred, feathered 
and fanged stars on display on 
Sunday, and thousands turned 
out to take a look. 

Founder and director Hope 
Swinimer said interest in the 
non-profit rescue operation 
has boomed since the launch 
of the Hope for Wildlife tele¬ 
vision show on Oasis, but 
there are still plenty of local 
residents who don’t know 
about it. 

“A big part of what we’re

trying to do today is let people 
know we’re here,” she said. 
“It is a fundraiser, but it’s also 
to educate, so people know 
we’re here and any injured 
wildlife you find, bring it on 
down.” 

Veterinarian Dr. Barry 
MacEachern, who practises 


at Hope for Wildlife once a 
week, said the crowd was a 
pretty even split between lo¬ 
cals and tourists from as far 
away as Alberta and British 
Columbia. 

The exposure is great, he 
said, but more local interest 
would do more for the actual 
rescue work and to spread the 
word. “We’re spread pretty 
thin volunteer-wise, so to go 
out and set up booths and 
stuff—we just don’t have the 
manpower,” MacEachern said. 

Swinimer said one of Sun¬ 
day’s stars is a prime example 
of what happens when a local 
resident doesn’t know about 
the rescue operation. Oliver 
Twist, a barred owl, came to 
the refuge with an injury to 
one wing that had to be am¬ 
putated. 

“If he’d been brought to us 
for medical care right away, 
he’d be flying free,” she said. 
“But people often, with the 
best of intentions, keep the 
animals for weeks, and then 
it’s too late to fix the injury.”

Bill Greenlaw says there’s 
still plenty of work to be done 
on the ship before it can be 
put into the water, including 
installing the rudder. He says 
crews completed the transfer 
of the Bluenose II onto a ramp 
Thursday that will allow it to 
enter the water. 

A massive dome that had 
covered the vessel during its 



$ 17-million restoration on the 
Lunenburg waterfront was 
removed last week. 

The Bluenose II, launched 
in 1963, is a replica of the 
original Bluenose, a Grand 
Banks fishing schooner that 
won worldwide acclaim for 
its graceful lines and flat-out

When Neil Armstrong took 
that first small step on 
the moon, an entire globe 
watched in grainy black-and- 
white from a quarter million 
miles away. 

Although more than half of 
the world’s population wasn’t 
alive then, it was an event that 
changed and expanded the 
globe. 

His first words after the 
feat are etched in history 
books and the memories of 
the spellbound millions who 
heard them in a live broadcast. 

“That’s one small step for 
man, one giant leap for man¬ 
kind,” Armstrong said. 

Armstrong, who had 
bypass surgery earlier this 
month, died Saturday at age 
82 from what his family said 


were complications of heart 
procedures. 

Those first steps in 1969 
were beamed to nearly every 


country around the world, 
thanks to a recently launched 
satellite. It was truly the first 
global mass media event,

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Pussy Riot Two members 
flee Russia to escape 
same fate as bandmates 


Two members of the punk 
band Pussy Riot have fled Rus¬ 
sia to avoid prosecution for a 
protest against Vladimir Putin 
that sent three of their band- 
mates to prison, the group 
said Sunday. 

Five members of the fem¬ 
inist group took part in a pro¬ 
vocative performance inside 
Moscow’s main cathedral in 
February to protest the Rus¬ 
sian leader’s rule and his cozy 
relationship with the Ortho¬ 
dox Church. The women 
wore their trademark garishly 
coloured balaclavas, which 
made it difficult for police to 
identify them, and only three 
were arrested. 

After a controversial trial 
that highlighted Putin’s 
crackdown on dissent since 
he began a third presidential 
term in May, the three band 
members were convicted of 
hooliganism and sentenced 
to two years in prison on Aug. 
17.

Women urged to 
go on sex strike 
to oust president 

The female wing of a 
civil-rights group is urging 
women in Togo to stage 
a weeklong sex strike to 
demand the resignation of 
the country’s president. 


Women are being asked 
to start withholding sex 
from their husbands or 
partners as of Monday, 
said Isabelle Ameganvi, 
leader of the women’s 
wing of the group Let’s 
Save Togo. She said the 
strike will put pressure on 
Togo’s men to take action 
against President Faure 
Gnassingbe.

Deadly blast. Explosion 
at oil refinery kills dozens 


Venezuelans who live next to 
the country’s biggest oil refin¬ 
ery said they smelled a strong 
odour of sulfur hours before 
a gas leak ignited in an ex¬ 
plosion that killed at least 39 
people and injured more than 
80. 

Residents in a neighbour¬ 
hood next to the refinery said 
that starting about 7 p.m. on 
Friday they noticed the un¬ 
usually strong odour. Govern¬ 
ment officials say the blast 
occurred about 1:15 a.m. on 


Saturday when the gas leak 
created a cloud that ignited. 

A total of209 homes and 11 
businesses were damaged in 
the explosion, and a National 
Guard post next to the refinery 
was destroyed, Vice-President 
Elias Jaua said on Saturday. He 
said 18 of the victims were Na¬ 
tional Guard soldiers. 

More than a day after the 
blast, the flames were still 
raging on Sunday, sending up 
a column of dark smoke.

Rebels fighting a civil war they 
hope will end Syrian President 
Bashar Assad’s authoritarian 
rule are a combination of army 
defectors, Islamists, intellec¬ 
tuals, labourers and other or¬ 
dinary people — who took up 
arms against one of the Middle 
East’s most brutal police states. 

Mohammed Sami, 22, said 
he sold vegetables and worked 
in a grocery store in a small 
town in northern Syria before 
persuading his father to invest 
in his dream: a barber shop. 

He worked with a friend 
and their shop had two chairs, 
big mirrors, electric clippers 
and a TV set. 

After the uprising started, 
he said they hung a revolution- 
aiy flag on the wall. When sol¬ 
diers raided the village, Sami 
said they set his place on fire. 

Soon after, Sami said he 
joined the rebels. 

Bader Farouh, 17, said he 
got arrested soon after catch¬ 
ing the revolutionaiy bug. The 
second time police caught him 
at a protest, he said they hung 
him naked on a wall for more 
beatings. 

Afterward, he said his father 
took him to the head of a lo¬ 



cal rebel brigade and told him: 
“Take him and treat him like 
one of your sons.” 

Ahmed al-Saleh, 22, said he 
wanted to go to university after 
he graduated from high school 
but didn’t have the money to 
pay for it or the grades to get 


the government to do so. So he 
said he joined the police and 
stamped passports at an isolat¬ 
ed border crossing with Turkey. 

Before he joined the rebels, 
he said he supported it “in his 
heart” but kept quiet.

Massacre. Mass burials 
held in Damascus suburb 


Dozens of bloodied bodies 
were buried Sunday in mass 
graves in a Damascus suburb 
where activists claim more 
than 300 people have been 
lulled over the past week in a 
major government offensive 
to take back control of rebel- 
held areas in and around the 
capital. 

The British-based activist 
group Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights said 32 more 
dead bodies were found in the 
streets of Daraya on Sunday 
and that they had been killed 
by “gunfire and summary exe¬ 
cutions.” It put the toll for the 
past week as at least 320. 

Another activist group, the 
Local Coordination Commit¬ 
tees, claimed 300 bodies were 
discovered Saturday in Daraya 
and 633 people have been 
killed there since the govern¬ 
ment launched its assault last 
week. 

President Bashar Assad, 
in comments carried by state 
media, reiterated his long-

standing claim that a foreign 
plot was behind the uprising 
against his rule and said he 
would not allow it to succeed 
“whatever the price might be.” 

It was impossible to in¬ 
dependently verify the death 
tolls because of severe restric¬ 
tions on media coverage of the 
conflict. However, activists and 
residents have reported exces¬ 
sive use of force by the regime 
in major battles, with indis¬ 
criminate shelling from the 
ground and the air.

‘Mooning the

It was the $l-billion question: 
What does Apple’s victory in 
an epic patent dispute over 
Samsung mean for the U.S.

Many analysts said the de¬ 
cision could spell danger for 
competitors who, like Sam¬ 
sung, use Google’s Android 
operating system to power 
their cellphones. 

A loss to the Android-based 
market would represent a big 
hit for Google, as well.

Independent on Sunday al¬ 
leged that Murdoch personally 
ordered the paper to run the 
photos in a phone call with 
Tom Mockridge, the chief of 
his British newspaper unit, 
News International.

In a Twitter message to a 
reader who congratulated him 
on The Sim’s decision, Mur¬ 
doch said he “needed to dem¬ 
onstrate (that there is) no such 
thing as free press in U.K.”

We are at the drain end of 
August, when the non-news 
of summer just repeats itself. 
Mayor Peter Kelly still refuses 
to rule out running for his old 
Bedford council seat, Lance 
Armstrong still proclaims his innocence, Conrad Black still 
wants his day in court, and everyone, wisely, pays no mind. 

So I was surprised last week when a column I wrote about 
that most seemingly esoteric of subjects — electoral bound¬ 
aries — roused such passion. 

Online comments, Faceboolc postings, emails, phone calls, 
even supermarket lineup upbraidings. 

My argument, simply put: The provincial government’s 
decision to order the supposedly independent N.S. Electoral 
Boundaries Commission to come to a pre-determined 
conclusion to eliminate so-called protected ridings was an 
affront to the democratic process. 

Parker Donham, who blogs as The Contrarian (contrarian, 
ca), dismissed my rationale — “Welcome to Wonderland, 
Alice” — and argued the 
government was rightly put-

ting an end to “the patent 
unfairness of undemocratic 
protected ridings.” 

On Faceboolc, former NDP 
leader Jeremy Alcerman 
commented: “The notion 
that a voter can be properly 
represented only by someone 
of the same race or ethnicity 
is a profoundly ugly one.” 

Minority ridings are “insidi¬ 
ous and corrosive ideas which should be expunged from our 
democracy.” 

I was really talking more about process than outcome. 

We need to discuss how to protect minority interests in our 
legislature without beginning with the conclusion. 

But this high-school-civics notion that one-person-one-vote 
is the only, or at least best, guarantee of democracy flies in 
the face of history — and reality. 

We don’t have such a system. 

Federally, one voter in Prince Edward Island counts for 
three in Ontario, British Columbia, Quebec and Alberta. 

If we went strictly by the numbers, then our three north¬ 
ern territories would qualify — barely — for one House of 
Commons seat instead of their three. Does anyone believe the 
interests of that vast and very different part of Canada could 
be adequately represented by one of 338? 

If there are legitimate regional interests that don’t fit 
neatly into one-person-one-vote, why not racial or ethnic? 

Certainly, there may be better ways to protect and 
represent minority interests, but let’s not toss out the one we 
have without at least an honest discussion.

101: Letting them go

Pop quiz: Who’s more nerv¬ 
ous about starting school 
this year, you or your child? 

If it’s you, “it’s a very nor¬ 
mal response to have,” says 
Matthew Stevenson, a child 
and family therapist in Phila¬ 
delphia. 

We asked him how par¬ 
ents can send their little ones 
off to school without letting 
their nerves take over. 

Why does this anxiety 
happen? 

It usually happens the first 
couple of times that a par¬ 
ent leaves their child alone, 
even for a couple hours. It’s 
a natural thing to be wor¬ 
ried about the person that 
you brought into the world, 
that you’re responsible for, 
if you’re not there when 
you are there typically. Par¬ 
ticularly the stay-at-home 
parents, for them to be 
with this person 24/7 for 
five years and then to have 
them go off alone, that can 
cause a lot of stress. And 
it’s a very normal thing 
to experience that stress. 
They’re worried about their 
kid because they know they 
can keep their child safe. 
They’ve been doing it for 
five years, and now they’re 
giving that responsibility 
to somebody else. It’s hard 
to let go of that control. 
Where it can potentially 
become a problem is if that 
stress is being picked up by 



the child. 

How can parents feel 
better? 

Acknowledge it. The parent 
needs to realize that this 
is something they’re con¬ 
cerned about — that’s step 
one. Once they’re able to ac¬ 
knowledge that, understand 
that it’s a pretty normal anx¬ 
iety to have. Step two is that 
it’s important for parents to 
realize that they need to let 
their child go. That’s part of 
the growth of their child, 
to have that independence 
and be able to function 
and do well without hav¬ 
ing the parent present all 


the time. Part of being a 
good parent is having your 
child thrive when you’re 
not around. Then once you 
are able to let your child go 
to school, it’s important to 
keep yourself occupied dur¬ 
ing those times. Have activ¬ 
ities, do errands that are a 
lot easier to do without a 
child. Join classes, go to the 
gym — anything that would 
distract you so before you 
know it, it’s time to pick up 
your little one. 

When is this a problem 
that needs some extra 
help? 

If the parent is going to 


school to watch their kid 
at recess, that would be not 
healthy. I think calling the 
school multiple times dur¬ 
ing the day to make sure 
that their child is OK, that 
would not be healthy. Show¬ 
ing that you’re so upset, and 
your child picks up on that 
and then doesn’t want to go 
to school, that’s where it be¬ 
comes a big issue. If you’re 
able to hide your anxiety 
from your child, and they 
still enjoy going to school, 
it’s not as much of a prob¬ 
lem. But if it’s affecting the 
entire family, then at that 
point it’s probably good to 
seek help from a therapist.
